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INTRODUCTION 


Accessories are a universal language that bridges age, language, reli¬ 
gion, creed, and any other superficial label we apply to one another. 
Visit a foreign country wearing a unique pair of sunglasses or an 
eye-catching scarf, and you will almost certainly find an admirer who 
suddenly speaks the same language as you: the language of apprecia¬ 
tion. In the span of a single afternoon while working on this book, I met 
a new friend thanks to our mutual admiration of one another's scarves, 
I gained a new perspective with someone while we bonded over our 
watches, and I ended up talking about God with a stranger after his 
compliment of my shoes sparked a conversation. 
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Accessories are philosophically intriguing. They have long been used as 
amulets, safeguards against evil, protective measures that are literally 
held close to the body. There is a heady enchantment in accessories 
that isn't found in anything else you wear. A brooch can make you feel 
safe, a hat can make you feel proud, a belt can make you feel ravishing. 
These objects, which are often passed down from family members 
or friends, are imbued with a sacred energy. I wear something of my 
grandmother Enid's, who passed away in 2015, every day. I feel as if I 
am simply the current generational guardian, in a long line of wearers 
and appreciators, of these objects: a newsboy cap, a turquoise ring, a 
crocodile-skin clutch. In wearing these things, I feel my grandmother 
protect me, guide me, adorn me. Accessories are a temporary inheri¬ 
tance, a gift from the past that makes a promise for the future. 

Accessories are constantly reinvented, and in no other aspect of fash¬ 
ion are trends more fully felt. Accessories can tell a very detailed tale 
about the history of humankind, yet we tend to have short attention 
spans when it comes to these trends: The 2010s return of the '90s-era 
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choker could refer to the 1500s' revival of the 1490s'trend of wearing 
a necklace snugly around the neck. Whether one chooses an acces¬ 
sory to blend in or stand out, the individual choice of embellishment 
is wildly personal. No other item we put on our bodies expresses our 
unique inner desires, passions, and identities, nor tells a story of his¬ 
tory, like the accessory. 

Styles may cycle, and tastes may differ, but the truth is that humans have 
always expressed themselves through accessories. In the process of 
writing and illustrating this book, I noted with a fresh appreciation that 
in every school photo through twelfth grade, I'm wearing a constantly 
changing parure (set) of accessories-the passage of time marked not 
just by my growth and my gummy smile transformed by braces, but 
also by the evolution of my accessory choices. Unchanging, nonethe¬ 
less, was the importance I placed on this annual declaration of self in 
front of the camera for the yearbook, even in my first year in school as 
a kindergartener. Hair neatly combed, sporting a purple cotton scoop- 
neck dress covered in bright flowers, I accessorized with a handmade 
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beaded necklace and clip-on earrings made from tiny green glass 
leaves (pierced ears wouldn't come until fourth grade). 

I can safely say that this book, the third installment in the 50 Ways series, 
is the most personal. It became clear to me that I was the steward, the 
temporary owner, of my accessories. Many (most) of these pieces were 
passed down from my mom and grandmother, or gifted from friends 
or clients. These pieces came pre-loved, so to speak, and by immor¬ 
talizing them in this book through words and pictures, I have given 
them the gift of eternity, of timelessness. I made a point to include 
as many of my own accessories in here as I could. You may see items 
repeated (including some items featured in my past books!), because 
it was important to me that I showed the hard-working versatility of my 
own favorite accessories. They're all in here-the necklace gifted from 
a friend after its previous life as part of the superhero costume in a 
summer camp play, the orange knit scarf I bought on an eighth-grade 
French class trip to Montreal, the gold letter F brooch I unearthed in 
my grandma Enid's closet. 
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What I hope this book will show you is that getting dressed can be 
simple if you rely on a formula for putting on clothes. Even if you're 
wearing the same thing, such as a black dress, a few days in a row, 
there is a quick magic in being able to completely transform a look 
simply by switching out the accessories. Personally, l-never having 
met a blazer I didn't like-turn to a closet of jackets, button-up shirts, 
and vintage tees, paired with slim jeans or high-rise skirts. Although I 
am relatively obdurate about wearing unfussy black, white, gray, and 
blue clothes, I've amassed, over the years, a set of reliable splashes, to 
wit, a happy red, which appears on a purse, belts in different widths, 
slip-on loafers, and sandals; a royal blue, featured on pairs of wedges, 
heels, and flats; and a warm burgundy, found on numerous scarves, a 
handbag, and a pair of leather boots. I also have a hard time saying no 
to an animal print accessory! However you feel comfortable getting 
dressed, and no matter what styles you enjoy wearing most, I encour¬ 
age you to start paying attention to the accessories that speak to your 
deepest inner visions and desires. Getting dressed becomes easy, as 
everything "goes together" effortlessly for the simple, pure fact that 
you adore everything you're adorning yourself with. The advice here 
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is not necessarily to buy new things but to commit to the things you 
already own and love. 

Sure, maybe some of the suggestions in this book seem wacky or a 
little crazy for your every day. But why not reach for the beloved objects 
that would thrill to be worn on a Tuesday morning or a Saturday eve¬ 
ning? It's audacious yet intentional. The worst thing that could happen 
is these embellishments will shine so brightly that everyone will notice. 
That's the beauty of accessories-they speak to your deepest heart's 
desire, an outer reflection of your inner beauty. So go ahead, pin a 
brooch on your winter hat. Bring your evening clutch to brunch. Utilize 
your accessories to outwardly express how you inwardly feel. My hope 
is to inspire you to turn to your jewelry box, your pile of handbags, 
your drawer of belts, and be inspired to wear these items in new ways. 
Commit to their exalted place in your life and your wardrobe. Who 
knows where they could take you, and whom you could meet by wear¬ 
ing them. However you choose to wear them, wear them with feeling! 
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CARING FOR YOUR ACCESSORIES 



Your jewelry should be the last thing you put on and the first thing you 
take off. Avoid using aerosols or lotions while wearing your jewelry. 
The safest way to clean most jewelry is with warm water and gentle 
soap, applied gently with a soft toothbrush. However, porous gem¬ 
stones such as coral, turquoise, and pearls should be kept away from 
all abrasive chemicals, including soap. To remove dust or debris from 
your tender gemstones, wipe clean with a damp soft cloth. And most 
important, avoid cleaning your jewelry near an open drain in the sink! 

Use only professional lens cleaner for cleaning you rglasses-house hold 
cleaners can be abrasive to certain lens coatings. Use a designated 
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lens wipe instead of your shirt or another 
fabric, which could contain small debris 
and scratch your lenses. Wash the cloth 
lens wipe every few weeks; you can just 
throw it in with your laundry. 


When removing your glasses, take them 
off with two hands so that the temples 
don't stretch unevenly. Keep away from 
damaging aerosols, like hairspray and 
other chemicals. 




Make a practice of emptying your hand¬ 
bag regularly (this is easier if you employ 
small clutches for various items that you 
can easily switch between bags). Then 
wipe the inside and outside clean with 
a cloth or tissue before putting it away. 
You can also help extend the life of your 
handbags by avoiding setting them on 
floors in public spaces. 
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STORING YOUR ACCESSORIES 



Organize your accessories by color so you can find everything at a 
glance. A small handbag can fit tidily inside a larger, similarly toned 
bag-make sure the handles of the small bag are hanging outside the 
opening of the larger bag so you don't forget where it lives. Store bags 
and other accessories away from direct sunlight and harsh chemicals. 

Neat trays made from soft materials such 
as felt, fabric, or leather keep your jewelry 
safe from scratches and your necklaces 
tangle-free. You could also hang your 
necklaces from individual S-hooks to keep them from becoming a 
snarled heap. 
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Your accessories can double as decor as 



long as they are safe from the glare of 
harsh sunlight. For example, an earring 
holder displays your favorite pieces and 
makes picking a pair a breeze. 

Belts can be hung from a tie hanger so you 
can see and access them all effortlessly. 


Keepyourseasonal items, like sunglasses 
or heavy scarves, within easy grabbing 
distance when you're on the go so that 
you don't forget to wear them.

TIP: Don't have your ears 
pierced? No problem! A 
pair of clip-on earrings can 
be a low-commitment way 
of introducing sparkle to 
your look.

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HISTORICAL TIMELINE 


30,000 BC: 

Remains discovered from 
this time show that many 
humans wore jewelry 
made from simple beads, 
while huntsmen wore 
pendants crafted from 
bone and teeth. The conti¬ 
nent of Africa is where 
early humans first made 
and wore jewelry. 

23,000 BC: 

In a Chinese book called 
the Shu-king scribed from 
this time, a court writer 
describes the gift sent 
from an inferior king as 
"strings of pearls not 
quite round." 


2500 BC: 

Estimated creation date of 
some of the oldest known 
gold jewelry, found in the 
tombs of Ur in Mesopotamia 
for Queen Pu-abi. 

2000-1300 BC: 

The Egyptians innovate 
on many levels of acces¬ 
sories. Specialized kinds 
of footwear are developed 
after going outside bare¬ 
foot comes to be viewed 
as improper. Dangling 
earrings appear, first worn 
only by women. A clasp 
for bracelets and neck¬ 
laces is invented. All 
members of society wear 
some type of jewelry, 
while the royalty sports 


incredibly elaborate 
pieces that are intended 
to be buried with them 
at death as gifts to the 
afterworld. 

1700-1100 BC: 

Approximate date for the 
original creation of the Rig 
Veda, a holy Hindu text 
written in ancient India. 
One section describes 
the Hindu god Krishna 
discovering pearls in the 
sea to give to his daughter 
on her wedding day. 

1800-500 BC: 
During the Bronze and 
Iron Ages of Western 
Europe, the Celts of 
Ireland pioneer lunulae, 
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or "little moons/' on 
brooches, scarf pins, 
and more. 

900-400 BC: 

In Ancient Greece and 
Rome, small pouches 
dangle from the waist, 
serving as early purses. 
The smallerthe bag, the 
higher the indication of 
social status. The purse 
frequently is used as a 
symbol of the womb, 
worn by the Roman god¬ 
dess of fertility Uberitas. 

322 BC: 

Alexander the Great's mil¬ 
itary spoils in Egypt and 
Western Asia on behalf 
of the Roman Empire 


include gold, new 
types of gemstones and 
designs, and jewelry¬ 
making techniques. 

27 BC: 

The Roman imperial 
period sees gold once 
again used for jewelry, 
after the metal was previ¬ 
ously consumed by mili¬ 
tary expenses. Around this 
time, the Roman general 
Vitellius allegedly sells 
one of his mother's pearl 
earrings to finance an 
entire military campaign. 

529 AD: 

Through the Code of 
Justinian, all members of 
Byzantium have the right 


to wear a gold ring, while 
pearls, emeralds, and 
sapphires are reserved 
solely for the emperor 
to wear. 

ELEVENTH 

CENTURY: 

Bishop of Rennes in 
Brittany writes the Book 
of Stones, which out¬ 
lines how to use and 
wear precious stones for 
medicinal and protective 
purposes. Jewels are set 
with open backs to allow 
direct contact on skin 
and are drilled through 
the middle so that more 
powers can be released. 
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1204: 

Constantinople is sacked 
by crusaders on their way 
to the Holy Land. Jewels, 
church ornaments, and 
relics are carried back west, 
indelibly influencing the 
decorative arts of medie¬ 
val Europe and flooding 
the market with plundered 
metalwork, new ideas, and 
precious metals. 

THIRTEENTH 

CENTURY: 

Accessories that serve 
both necessity (such as 
keeping warm in freez¬ 
ing palaces) and style 
grow. Women wear a 
wimple, which covers the 
throat and conveniently 
helps them keep warm, 
and there is demand 
for artificial flowers, 
silk, and sequins (which 
were known in ancient 
Egypt) adapted for dress 
and hats. Women wear 
pouches that are attached 
to a belt. Eyebrows and 
hairlines are plucked to 
make a person's forehead 
appear larger in order 
to convey an image of 
higher status. 


EARLY 

FOURTEENTH 

CENTURY: 

Europeans finally master 
gem-cutting techniques 
that have been practiced 
for centuries in India and 
Persia. Bruges, Belgium, 
becomes the epicenter 
of diamond cutting in 
Europe. 

LATE 

FOURTEENTH 

CENTURY: 

The fashion of wearing 
bulky medieval head¬ 
dresses falls by the wayside 
as European women start 
to carefully arrange their 
hair and decorate their 
long strands with strings 
of pearls and jewels. 

1492: 

Columbus lands in the 
Americas, seizing upon 
gold, silver, and emeralds. 
These precious elements 
are brutally plundered 
from local inhabitants 
before sources for the pre¬ 
cious materials are located 
and actively mined, such 
as emeralds in what is now 
the country of Colombia. 
Other European explorers 


discover Native Americans 
across the continent 
wearing pearls. In Central 
America, Spanish coloniz¬ 
ers force slaves to dive 
for pearls. 

1498: 

Vasco da Gama forges a 
route to India, a country 
that quickly becomes the 
main supplier of diamonds 
for Europeans. 

SIXTEENTH 

CENTURY: 

Accessories grow to be 
indelibly intertwined with 
the economic, cultural, and 
political system. Precious 
jewels and jewelry are 
frequently included in 
bank loans. Artists in Italy, 
including Botticelli and 
Donatello, train as gold¬ 
smiths. King Francis I of 
France invents the concept 
of "crown jewels" by 
declaring at least eight 
pieces to be inalienable 
heirlooms of French kings. 

SEVENTEENTH 

CENTURY: 

The growth of a prosper¬ 
ous middle class leads to 
the adoption of diamond 
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wearing by the bourgeoi¬ 
sie. Botany, bows, and 
flourishes with excessive 
decoration define the 
accessories of this period, 
leading to the rococo style, 
which originates in Paris. 

EIGHTEENTH 

CENTURY: 

In France under the reign 
of Louis XV, women deco¬ 
rate their hair with bunches 
of artificial flowers and 
wear a choker around the 
neck based on the fashion 
of the king's most notori¬ 
ous mistress, Madame de 
Pompadour. Straw hats are 
in vogue for a "rustic" nod 
to shepherdesses, and it is 
briefly fashionable to wear 
false eyebrows made from 
mouse fur. In Venice, Italy, 
Venetians wear half masks 
in nice weather, and full 
masks to cover the face in 
windy weather. 

1720: 

Soon after the brilliant 
cut diamond appears in 
jewelry making, Indian 
diamond mines are 
completely depleted. 
Diamond mines in Brazil 
are discovered in this year. 


1785: 

"The Diamond Necklace 
Affair" leads to revolu¬ 
tionary discontent and 
the eventual revolution 
of France. Queen Marie 
Antoinette, in the court 
of King Louis XVI, is 
implicated to have been 
part of a fraud that 
involves an extravagantly 
expensive diamond 
necklace. 

EARLY 

NINETEENTH 

CENTURY: 

Accessory styles for 
women in the early part 
of this century are sweetly 
feminine in order to 
reflect a man's credit- 
worthiness and acumen. 
Ladies carry dainty props 
and wear clothing which 
restricts movement, such 
as shawls, bonnets, and 
bone stays. These items 
act as a deliberate foil to 
the masculine archetype. 
Women are not in charge 
of their own finances, and 
the less a woman carries, 
the more it conveys her 
status as someone who 
has someone else to carry 
her possessions. Women's 


"purses" are essentially 
pouches called "reticules" 
which hold rouge and 
calling cards. 

1822: 

John Hetherington, a 
London haberdasher, 
incites a riot when he 
wears a new tall hat of 
his design while walking 
down the street. He is 
charged with "inciting a 
breach of the peace." 

MID-NINETEENTH 

CENTURY: 

The explosion of industry 
and worldwide expansion 
leads to steel jewelry in 
England, a chain-making 
machine patented in 1859, 
clip-on earrings manufac¬ 
tured in the 1860s, and a 
revival of ancient jewelry 
design forms with archeo¬ 
logical discoveries. 

1865: 

Slavery is abolished in the 
United States. Before this, 
new colonies had laws 
called "sumptuary laws" 
that dictated how free and 
enslaved black women 
could dress, including 
the requirement that they 
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must cover their hair with 
a head wrap. Though 
wearing a head wrap is 
often considered a source 
of shame at this time, for 
free black Creole women 
living in Louisiana, wearing 
head wraps, which they 
decorate with ribbon, 
feathers, and jewels, 
is a fashionable act of 
rebellion. 

1870S: 

With the advent of travel, 
both through the unfold¬ 
ing of railroads and trans¬ 
atlantic routes, along with 
the spread of the British 
Empire, the carpetbag 
becomes an integral part 
of the voyage. Carpetbags 
not only allow travelers 
to keep all their items in 
a handheld tote, but also 
can be opened and used 
as a blanket on long over¬ 
night trips. Although orig¬ 
inally used by men, they 
are adopted by women 
and later made iconic by 
the British character Mary 
Poppins. In addition, the 
invention of the auto¬ 
mobile and the bicycle 
usher in a new category 
of fashion accessories 


geared toward biking and 
motoring. 

1893: 

Whitcomb L. Judson 
invents the zipper. When 
the handbag framers of 
Manhattan go on strike 
in 1923, manufacturers 
start to put zippers on 
handbags to sidestep 
the strikers. 

1900: 

Dog collar necklaces 
become popular after 
Queen Alexandra, 

Princess of Wales, wears 
them to cover a scar 
on her neck. 

1900: 

As women fight for 
independence, financially, 
politically, and culturally, 
the first appearance of the 
word handbag appears. 
No longer carrying bags 
that are simply for frivoli¬ 
ties, bags begin to clasp 
shut, protecting wom¬ 
en's new access to cash 
and financial autonomy, 
that "snap" signifying 
independence. 


1903: 

The American Suffragist 
movement, which suc¬ 
cessfully campaigned 
for women's right to vote 
through the Nineteenth 
Amendment, turns to 
over-the-shoulder bags so 
that both hands could be 
free to carry protest signs. 

1908: 

A young Harry Winston 
spies a green ring in the 
window of a pawn shop 
and buys it for 25 cents. 

He sells this two-karat 
emerald two days later 
for $800. A genius with 
precious stones, he will 
later be known to keep 
spectacular specimens in 
his jacket pocket. 

1910: 

Paul Poiretand Mariano 
Fortuny, fashion design¬ 
ers popular at the turn 
of the twentieth century, 
design dresses without 
corsets, ushering in a new 
silhouette and encour¬ 
aging stylish women to 
accessorize with more 
brooches, long necklaces, 
and head ornaments. 
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1910: 

Jeanne Toussaint joins 
Cartier at the age of 
twenty-three, becoming 
one of the first female 
designers at a jewelry 
house, creating an influ¬ 
ential line of accessories, 
handbags, makeup cases, 
and jewelry. 

1922: 

The discovery of King 
Tut's tomb leads to an 
explosion of Egyptian- 
inspired styles. The 
influential choreographer 
Sergei Diaghilev and his 
Ballet Russes company, 
which frequently partners 
with artists, composers, 
and designers such 
as Pablo Picasso, Igor 
Stravinsky, and Coco 
Chanel, heralds this 
"Tutmania" with Egyptian- 
influenced costumes. 
Jewelry houses introduce 
baubles that feature the 
sphinx, scarab, and other 
Egyptian icons. 

1920S: 

The shedding of anti¬ 
quated values is sym¬ 
bolized by many women 
(referred to as "flappers") 


adopting head-turning 
new fashions. The waists 
of their dresses are 
dropped, their sleeves 
are chopped, and their 
formal gloves are shed for 
accessories, such as long 
opera-length necklaces 
and structured clutches 
which showcase the 
nouveau decorative arts. 
Diamond bracelets are 
tantalizingly called "ser¬ 
vice stripes" as a reference 
to one's "impermanent 
liaisons," and wearing 
them in multiples is par¬ 
ticularly popular. By 1926 
the cloche has taken over 
Europe, a hat that pairs 
perfectly with the modish 
trend of wearing the hair 
in a short bob style. 


1930S: 

A decade after beauty 
maven Helena Rubinstein 
pioneers the mixing of 
fine gems with dime-store 
"junk," women's fashion 
designers Coco Chanel 
and Elsa Schiaparelli 
popularize the practice 
of high-low fashion by 
pairing costume jewelry 
with genuine jewels, 
mixing traditional "day" 


and "night" decoration 
for a groundbreaking 
new way of approaching 
sartorial rules. 

1930: 

The film Romance is 
released. Costume 
designer Adrian designs 
a hat for Greta Garbo's 
character that will influ¬ 
ence millinery styles for 
the next decade. Adrian 
grows to renown after 
dressing icons such as 
Joan Crawford, and will 
go on to pioneerthe 
practice of designing 
costume jewelry based 
on the pieces used on 
camera. 

1932: 

The innovative jewelry 
designer Suzanne Bel- 
perron takes the head 
design job at the house 
of Parisian gem dealer 
Bernard Herz. She 
considers her work so 
original she chooses 
not to sign any of her 
pieces, believing their 
uniqueness is the only 
signature necessary. 

Mr. Herz, who is of Jewish 
origin, is protected for 
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years by Ms. Belperron 
from the Nazi Gestapo. 
When they are both 
arrested in 1 942, she 
swallows the pages of his 
client address book one 
by one in order to protect 
her boss and their clients. 
Mr. Herz is taken to the 
concentration camp 
Auschwitz, in Poland, and 
Ms. Belperron joins the 
resistance movement 
against the Nazis while 
remaining in Paris through 
the war. 

1940S: 

While men are at war, 
American women come 
out in droves to keep 
the work force running. 
Women's fashion is lib¬ 
erated with comfortable 
shoes, handbags that 
leave both handsfree, 
and adaptations of men's 
styles. 

1947: 

Following the period of 
austerity during both 
world wars, Christian Dior 
shocks the style scene by 
unveiling his "New Look," 
which features a low 


neckline, nipped waist, 
and voluminous skirt. 
Necklaces evolve into a 
bib style to fit with the 
new necklines. 

1950S: 

The enfranchisement of 
women during the '30s 
and '40s swings the oppo¬ 
site way as society, fearful 
of a nuclear threat and 
fatigued of war, reinforces 
traditional gender roles. 
Women, in their "rightful" 
place at the home, are 
encouraged to invest in 
good handbags, shoes, 
and gloves. 

1953: 

Ann Lowe, an African 
American fashion 
designer who, rarely 
photographed but almost 
always shown wearing a 
black hat and fashionable 
eyeglasses to aid her fail¬ 
ing eyesight, designs the 
wedding dress future First 
Lady Jacqueline Bouvier 
wears when she marries 
Senator John F. Kennedy 
in this year. Ms. Lowe does 
not receive public credit 
for this work at the time. 


1956: 

Grace Kelly hides her 
pregnancy with the Prince 
of Monaco with an Hermes 
bag. It is renamed "the 
Kelly" after her. 

1960S: 

The "Youthquake" orig¬ 
inates in London and 
spreads a new age of 
counterculturist values. 
The "Swinging Sixties" 
are named after the mod 
shoulder bags, pioneered 
by young designers like 
Mary Quant, which swing 
from the shoulders. 

1962: 

Bonnie Cashin becomes 
a designer at Coach, 
creating pared-down, 
streamlined bags that 
are hugely influential 
for the American leather 
goods purveyor. She 
famously says that we 
should "banish the word 
match,” instead designing 
simple leather bag forms 
that can be mixed and 
matched together or worn 
separately. 
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1967: 

The release of the film 
Bonnie and Clyde dou¬ 
bles the sales of berets in 
America. 

1970S: 

Uncertainty in world events 
leads to a rise in value 
placed on homemade 
goods and "anti" design. 
"Ethnic" fashion appro¬ 
priated from oppressed 
nations is also popular. 

1977: 

Studio 54 opens. While 
its doors are open for 
only two years, the impact 
of its clubgoers' styles 
is deeply felt for a long 
time-the Dionysian ele¬ 
ments of excess and cele¬ 
bration draw out styles of 
fetishism, leopard prints, 
platforms, and leather in 
accessories. 

1980S: 

A dichotomy emerges 
between antiquated 
images of women's 
success (such as UK 
prime minister Margaret 
Thatcher's constantly 
present Salvatore 
Ferragamo purse) and 


women breaking the 
"glass ceiling" in men's- 
style suiting and brief¬ 
cases. Donna Karan 
designs a woman's brief¬ 
case that features a small 
hidden feminine purse, 
addressing the "day to 
night" dressing challenge. 

1981: 

Actress Joan Collins is 
offered a role on the then 
struggling soap opera 
Dynasty. She catapults the 
show to wide commer¬ 
cial success while sport¬ 
ing an enviable mix of 
outrageously extravagant 
accessories. 

1985: 

Miuccia Prada, at the helm 
of her family's long- 
running leather goods 
firm, designs a backpack 
out of nylon. Created in 
response to the threat 
of global warming and 
a world recession, the 
minimal design of this 
bag belies its indelible 
influence, ushering in 
a new era of accessory 
styles that reflect growing 
global threats. 


1990: 

Risk becomes a major 
component of fashion. 
Bags are hung across 
the body for safety, while 
ripstop and bulletproof 
fabrics fabricate a new 
style of minimalist grunge. 

2000S: 

Handbags become a 
seasonal element with 
fashion shows and grow 
into a marker of class 
status. Brands practice 
"seeding"-sending bags, 
gratis, to celebrities so 
that they will be photo¬ 
graphed by paparazzi 
carrying them. 

2018 AND 
BEYOND: 

Accessories are the true 
mass-market fashion 
object, whether purchased 
for a pretty penny, gifted 
by a family member, or 
handmade. They connect 
cultures and prove that an 
appreciation for accesso¬ 
ries is most definitely one 
size fits all!
